The meeting to consider tbe water question, 


an account of which will be found in another , 
co-amn, while well attended, harmonious, and 
coming to a just resolution in the matter, was 
in many respecu most unsatisfactory.

real question was not discussed at all, indeed 
barely mentioned. 
Much time was uselessly 


spent In setting forth the advantages of cheap 
coal and coke, iron furnaces, tolling mills, 
smelling works, woo en mills, etc., but the con- 
nect ion of these with the subject fo» which the 
meeting was called wax, and remains, hidden in 
the profound recesses of the brain of »heir ad- 
vocate ol tbe occasion. 
Tbe introduction of 


these entirely extraneous subjects was an impo- 
sition upon the patience and an insult to the in- 
telligence of the meeting. 


No one doubts the desirableness of all these 


things, but they are not to be hac. at present, 
and water is. The question which should have 
been discussed at the meeting was simply : Is 
the city at this time in a condition to incur (he 
expense necessary for the introduction of water; 
arc tbe advantages greater than the disadvan- 
tages; U it a wise economy; will it add lo the 
prosperity of the city to an extent sufficient to 
counteract the depressing effect of the necessary 
increase of taxation ? These are topics of ordi- 
nary every day business calculation : whether 
a present outlay causing perhaps present sacri- 
fice wijl result m future prospeiity and 
profit.
